STONEMAN’S GREATEST VICTORY. 


' The nomination by the Democratic 
Convention of General Stoneman for 
Governor of California must have been 
@ genuine surprise to all parties. The 
General is ap amiable, clear headed 
gentleman, but is utterly lacking in 
force of character. General Stoneman 
achieved no distiactions during the 
war of the rebellion. He had none of 
the splendid sudacity of Sheridan and 
Custer, nor of the Confcderate officer 
Stuart. He seemed never to perceive 
his opportunity. His qualities are 
negative, and he is not likely to be 
mute successful asa civilian than he 
was as a military commander. In the 
- field General Stoneman too frequently 
encountered “men in, buckram;” and 
as a politician he will be apt to waste 
his strength, like a modern Don 
Quixote, against windmills instead of 
giants.

San Francisco, June 25.

TODAY'S NEWS 


California Nominations. _ 
WasHIneTon, June 25. 

The Democratic nominations have 
been much discussed among Califor- 
nians in Washington. The general 
impression is that the majority of 
them are strong. Stoneman’s nomi- 
nation is variously regarded by Re- 
publicans. Some say it is the best 
that could have been made by the 
Democrats. They assert that he will 
not poll the full vote of his party It 
is generally considered that he will 
not be as popylar with the.city as with 
the country voters. Representative 


Page eaid to-night that he thought the 
nominations were pretty strong ones. 
Stoneman’s record as a_ Railroad 
Commissioner wus not such as to either 
help or injure his chances, When he 
was in the minority of the Board of 
Commissioners he was full of opposi- 
tion to the railroads; but when his 
party was in the majority he did noth- 
ing, proving that his oppositien to rail- 
roads amounted to little more than 
talk. 

General Rosecrans thought the 
nominations were admirable. He 
bimself has been warmly congratu- 
lated on his renomination, and he 
confidently expects a re-election. He 
thinks the nomination of General 
Stoneman was a great point on the 
part of the convention, and that the 
nomination for Congressmen at large 
is very strong. Other gentlemen 
-familiar with California politics incline 
to the opinion that Stoneman will be 
defeated. His nomination has pre- 
cipitated a conflict with the railroad 
which will result disastrously. One 
gentleman, a Republican, whe arrived 
frum California last week, said to- 
night that Stoneman would run 
behind his ticket, especially in the 
city. This gentleman also expressed 
the opinion, in which he differs from 
other Republicans, that Rosecrans 
will be elected. 


Retiring 4rmy Officers. 
WASHINGTON, June 26. 
The army appropriation bill con- 
taining a clause providing for the re- 
tirement of army officers at the age of 
64 has been finally agreed te, and will 
be passed by both Houses this week. 


The War Department officials are pre- 
paring to execute the new law. A 
beard of officers to retire disabled offi- 
cials was convened at the Department 
last Friday. Several retirements were 
agreed upon. It was thought by many 
persons that Colonel F. J. Dent of the 
First Artillery, General Grant's rela- 
tive, would be among the number 
retired at this time, but he has 
dodged the question for the present. 
The board recommended the retire- 
mept of Major McMillan, Second 
Artillery, and placed on the retired 
list Lieutenant-Colonel R. S. Wil- 
liamson of the Corps of Engineers, he 
being found to be incapacitated by 
disability fur active service. Orders 
are to be issued at once retiring Major 
McMillan, Captain J. H. Rollins of the 
Ordinance Department, and Major 
Napoleon B. McLaughlin, Tenth Cav- 
alry. The last named officer is retired 
upon his own application, he having 
served thirty years. It is understood 
that asfar as possible retirements for 
the present will’ be made from the 
line, although there are several sur- 
geons, paymasters and chaplains who 
have made application to be retired. 


Fatal Railroad Accident.

THE LAND OF LASSEN. 


An Enterprise whice will Reclaim a 
Large Ares of Valuable Land. 


{! aseen Advocate, June 2} 
- A leading enterprise, from which, 
when completed, this county and the 
country to which it is tributary will 
derive untold benefits, is that being 
prosecuted by Captain C. A. Merrill 
and Peter N. Marker, under the name 
of the Lassen Flume avd Land Com- 
pany, the object of which is the tap- 
ping of Eagle Lake (which lies at an 
altitude of 6,180 feet, near the geo- 
graphical center of the county), twelve 
feet beneath its surface at low-water 
mark with a tunnel and cuts 77,424 


feet long, eight feet wide by six feet 
high in the clear, with a grade of one- 
half inch to the rod, or 18%¢ feet fall 
in its entire length, which will flow 
780,000,000 gations of water every 24 
hours, Assuming that it takes 3,600 
gallons of water every 24 hours for a 
month to irrigate an acre of land 
(which is more than the farmers of 
Lassen County use oh an average) the 


GREAT VOLUME OF WATER 


Which will pass through that tunnel 
will furnish a quantity sufficient to 
irrigate 200,000 acres of land—equally 
as much or more than weuld a rain- 
fall of twelve ioches in three months 
(the period of time which the farmers 
here generally irrigate), because much 
of the moisture thus derived runs off 
into the streams and dues little good. 
At Albion, a small place started at 
the head of Willow Creek valley, the 
tunnel outlet disebarges the water 
into the extreme head of Willow 
Creek, the channel of which is suffi- 
ciently large to carry this in addition 
te its natural flow of water, and 
through which it is cunveyed along 
the northeast side of 


WILLOW CREEK VALLEY 


To Belfast, a town which has been 
started at the north side of Honey 
Lake Valley, where the former inter- 
sects the iatter. From this channel, 
about one and a half miles north of 
Belfast, the water will be taken in 
flumes ard ditches, and conveyed east 
and west around the borders of Honey 
Lake Valley at sufficient altitude to 
reclaim from 100,000 te 150,000 acres 
of desert land, which to-day, for the 
want Of water, are comparatively 
worthiess, and which with water wii! 
become equaliy as valuable as any of 
the farms which are now being worked 
in the center of this large tract of 
land and irrigated with water taken 
from Susan river, which farms are 
worth from $15 to $20 per acre. . It is 
no guess work to state that ‘these 
desert lands will, with water, become 
equally as valuable as those above al- 
luded to, which are located along the 
banks of the natural stream, for 
there are 
FARMS AT BELFAST 

Now being worked which, but a year 
or two. since, were covered with sage 
brush, that have been reclaimed with 
the surplus water which flows down 
Willow creek, which the company has 
diverted therefrom by the means of a 
flume one and a half miles long, six 
by six feet square in the clear, begin- 
ning north of and discharging at Bel- 
fast, thence conveyed in ditches to 
the places desired. On these ranches 
there can now be seen growing alfalfa, 
corn, wheat, potatoes, all kinds of gar- 
den vegetables, gooseberries, currants, 
raspberries and shade trees. Hence 
it is only a question ef when water can 
be had in sufficient quantities, that 
the great majority of lands in Honey 
Lake Valley, now covered with sage 
brush, will be transformed into proft- 
able farms, yielding products in as 
great a variety and as abundantly as 
any lands now being worked. 


THE LAKE RISING. 


For the benefit of those skeptically 
inclined as tothe prubability of the 
source of the supply ultimately failing 
we will say that Eagle Lake is yearly 
rising, as has been shown by men who 
frequently gauge it. But a few years 
ago, a party of Government surveyors 
piled a mound of rocks on the south 
side of it, — five feet from the 
water’s edge, ‘in which they set a stake 
on which is cut characters to aid fu- 
ture work of the same nature. Now, 
that mound or monument is a least 12 
feet in the lake. It is also satisfac- 
turily shown that it is and has for 
many years been constantly rising, 
from the fact that large pine trees, 
which never originaily grew under 
water, are to be seen in great numbers 
on the west side 15 and 20 feet beneath 
the surface of the water. Then, too, 
its area is quite extensive, containing 
about 116 square miles, with a water- 
shed of about 900 square miles. With 
all of these facts existing it is pretty 
safe to assume that the comparatively 
small amount of water which it will 
be necessary to draw from this lake 
through the tunnel to irrigate even 
200,000 acres of land for three months 
in the year will be more than rep-en- 
ished during the remaining nine 
months that the water will not be 
drawn off for any purpose. 
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A Bright Outlook.

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ANGORA GOATS, 


A Profitable Business which Might be 
Iné¢reased. 


It is leatiied from the Silwer State 
that the business of. raising Angora 
goats for their wool and skins is prov- 
ing to be quite profitable on the Hum- 
boldt, nea> Battle Mountain. The 
Messenger says that at Bailey’s ranch, 
on Mill creek, there are 1,400 full- 


grown goats and 300 kids. The range 
is very fine and goats have done ex- 
tremely well there, and the future is 
very bright for a continuance of their 
growth. C. P. Bailey, of Han Jose, 
President of the Angera Glove Com- 
pany, is the proprietor and general 
manager of the geat business, while 
E. L. Bailey is the manager at Mill 
creek. From this ranch there were 
sold to the Wyoming trade in 1880 
1,900 goats, and last year 2,200 to the 
same trade. Mr. Bailey, the general 
manager, is now in California, arrang- 
ing to bring over 1,600 more of the 
animels, a portion of which will be 
taken to the ranch, and the balance to 
Wyoming. Mr. Bailey says the goat 
business needs to be increased; that 
the demand for mohair and Angora 
gloves is constantly increasing, and 
that he is now extending the business 
of raising the goat in various places ; 
that it is difficult to obtain a sufficient 
number of skins to supply their man- 
ufacture so as to meet the call for 
gloves.
